Labor Day was never so deserving of 
nation-wide recognition in Canada as it is 
this year.

He has recalled that Russia 
is bound by a twenty years’ treaty 
with Britain not to conclude a sep- 
arate peace, and says that Russia 
has never broken her word. 

The latter part of his statement 
is correct. The first is an over-sim- 
plification. The text of the Russo- 
British treaty pledges the Russians 
not to enter into Peace negotiatious 
with “a Hitlerite government or any 
government of Germany that does 
not clearly renounce all aggressive 
intentions.” It does not pledge the 
Russians to the unconditional sur- 
render of any German government. 
That is a fact which the Germans 
very well know, and it is probably 
the chief reason why Himmler is 
taking over complete control. 

Russia has indeed, never broken 
her word, nor changed her policy 
The appeal issued to the German 
people by the free German com- 
mittee set up in Moscow, and oper- 
ating from there day by day, re- 
States that Russia will make no 
peace with Hitler, and demands 
that the Germans set up a strong 
democratic system, with an army 
loyal to it, evacuate every inch of 
conquered territory, withdraw to 
their own soil, and enter into peace | 
negotiations. This is a matter of 
public record. It is, I. repeat, not in 
conflict with Russia's treaty with! 
Britain, but it is certainly in con- 
flict with Anglo-American policy. 

Perhaps our authorities are try- 
ing even now to clarify this situa- 
tion. But there is no reason why 
American citizens should not know 
that it exists. The future of the 
world is involved in the Policies | 
that are now formed. And that fu-/ 
ture is moving in wpon us, day by 
day.

course, I was shocked at the vast 
|number of full grown potato bugs 
to be seen in and around a potato 
patch at the west end of the course. 
| Golfers will remember a year or 
|} two back, when it was necessary 
|to clear a path through caterpillars 
| before it was possible to play on 
the greens. Almost the same thing 
is again true on the greens close 
to this patch, ofily this time it is 
potato bugs! The pests wander 
onto the fairways and greens in 
their thousands—and in the patch 
itself they have to be seen to be 
believed! 

The point is, is anything being 
done about it? So far these bugs 
have not been seen in all parts of 
the city, but if something not 
done quickly it will not be long be- 
fore a vast army of the pests will 
march out from this one base alone, 
and will penetrate everywhere, 

I urge the city authorities, the 
provincial Dept. of Agriculture, the 
University, or any other body wha 
has any responsibility in this mat- 
ter, to take some drastic action in 
regard to the elimination of th2 
potato bug before it is too late

Yet. on the basis of her present 
record, I should say victorious post- 
war Soviet Russia would be social- 
istic, but not internationally revolu- 
tionary; atheistic, but not violently 
anti-religious; autocratic, but not 
anti-democratic. 

To the Russians, in this case also, 
there is no question of any other 
general definition for their regime. 
Take the first ‘point, socialism. The

REGINA, Sept. 4—(CP)—Com- 
munists in Canada were seeking to 
befriend the movement of the Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion, but the C.C.F, would never 
accept their offers of friendship, M 
J. Coldwell, national leader of the 
C.C.F. said in an address at a 
public meeting here. 

“There is as great a difference 
between the democratic parties 
in this country and the Commun- 
ist party, as there is between 

light and dark, The communists 
for years preached the doctrine 
that only by achieving a single 
party in the state could success 
be achieved, that only by the use 
of force could the single party, 
the Communist party, be estab- 
lished, and that democratic in- 
stitutions were of no use except 
for their own destruction, 


That is the Communist philo- 
sophy, It will never be our philo- 
sophy,” Mr, Coldwell said, 

The C.C.F, leader described the 
Shipshaw Power project in Quebec 
as a miracle in concrete and steel 
but added the United Nations had 
to bear the costs ‘by paying several 
times too much for aluminum.” He 
predicted the end of the war would 
see huge corporations wilh a great- 
er contro! over the dominion’s re- 
sources.

A Day of Prayer and Dedication 


“The help of the innocent comes from the Lord; 

Their strength is He in time of need. 

The Lord helps them and rescues them; 

He rescues them from the wicked and makes them victorious, 
Because they trust in Him.”—Ps. 37:39, 40, American Trans. 


N SUNDAY, September 5th, the people of Canada have been called 
0 to keep a day of prayer and dedication. This day will mark the 
beginning of the fifth year of our participation in the struggle for 
world freedom. It is not unfitting that this day should also be Labor 
Day Sunday, for the hope of a new world in which justice, brother- 
hood and peace shall predominate cannot be separated from the 
victory for which we are asked to pray. Let us enter the House of 
God on this day and pray for the victory of righteousness and an 
enduring peace. Let us dedicate ourselves to God, humbly confessing 
our past failures, realizing that it is God who holds the destiny of 
nations in His hands and who gives the victory. 


VICTORY FROM GOD 

Victory in this global war depends on two things which come from 
God, material resources and the'resources of the spirit. Propaganda 
cannot produce these. God created the wealth of the United Nations 
and God is the giver of the spirit that cannot be broken, the spirit so 
magnificently displayed by blitzed London. In Shaw’s drama “Saint 
Joan,” Jeanne d’Arc is told by one of the soldiers that ten thousand 
cannot stop the invaders. She replies: “One thousand like me can 
stop them. Ten like me can stop them with God on our side... . Our 
soldiers are always beaten because they are fighting only to save their 
skins; and the shortest way to save your skin is to run away. Our 
knights are thinking only of the money they will make in ransoms. 
It is not “kill or be killed” with them but pay or be paid. But I will 
teach them to fight that the will of God may be done in France.” 


God is the giver of these vast resources that are being turned into 
mighty instruments of war. We need to hear today the word of Moses 
to the Israelites. Do not say to yourselves, “My own power and the 
strength of my own hand have gained this wealth for me. You must 
remember that it is the Lord your God who has been giving you power 
to gain wealth.” (Deut. §:17,18.) 


First in our prayers ought to come thankfulness for the great 
change in the outlook from one year ago. How firm seemed the grip 
of the tyrants then! How right was the Psalmist when he said: 


“The wicked draw the sword and bend their bow, 
To slay those whose way is right 

To bring down the poor and needy, 

Their sword shall enter their own hearts. 

And their bows shall be broken.—Ps, 37:14,15 


When we bow before God let us bow in penitence. How we need 
to repent! How we have confused peace with the absence of any 
effort for righteousness or a better world. How ready we have been 
to let others suffer so long as the evil did not come near us! How 
willing we have been to let the burden of suffering be borne by Jews 
and Poles and Russians. Yes, let us repent, for without repentance 
and dedication to a new and better way there can be no enduring 
peace. 


Let us pray for our King, for the leaders of the United Nations, 
for all in positions of authority and for the men in the fighting ser- 
vices. In a time of former peril Cromwell wrote to his admirals at 
sea: “You have, as I verily believe and am persuaded, a plentiful stock 
of prayers going for you daily, sent up by the soberest and most 
approved ministers and Christians in this nation; and, notwithstanding 
some discouragements, very much wrestling of faith for you; which is 
to us and I trust will be to you, a matter of great encouragement.”

ehalf. 


Let us pray to God for the poor and the needy in the lands of the 
occupied countries. God grant to them a speedy release from the 
hunger, fear and tyranny under which they live 

Let us pray for the victory of righteousness abroad and at home 
remembering that “Blessed is the nation whose God is the Lord.” Let 
us dedicate ourselves to righteousness and the accomplishment on 
earth of the principles of the Prince of Peace. _The defeat of evil will
